It he haue re⸗ 
deemed thee , thou canſt by no meanes ber 
damned, and periſhe. Foz he that belceueth 
on Chꝛiſt, is dꝛawen vnto him by the fa⸗ 
ther, and he will haue them to be ſaued by 
him, x none of them to periſh. TM herkoꝛe, ſee 
that thou haue a god hart, ſœ that thou be⸗ 
læue conſtantly on Thꝛiſt, and concepue 
ſure hope orf him. How many ſocuer beleue 
on Chꝛiſt, the ſame are pꝛedeſtinate vnto 
euerlaſting lpfe. TAN e muſt therefoꝛe, faſten 
our eyes bpon Chꝛiſt, we muſte fipe vnto 


him. This our onely, and true ſauidur, is to 


be taken holde on by faith, ik we intende to 
be ſaued. Here let euery ma diligently wap, 
that earneſt erhoꝛtation of ſaint Paule, 


wtoſe woꝛds are theſe: Let bs runne with 


pacience bnto the battell, that is ſet befoze 
vs, loking vnto Jeſus, the authoꝛ, and the 
fin iſher of our fapth , which foꝛ the toy, that 
was ſet befoze him, abode the troſſe, and des 
ſpiſed the ſhame , and is ſet downe on the 


right hande of the thzone of God. 
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Furthermoꝛe, Chiſt fo2 vs, aid fo2 our 
ſakes ſuffered all temptations , with the 
which, being molt greeuous, he was vexed, 
and troubled, the ſame ſaint Paule bearing 


high pateſt, which can not haue compaſſion 
of our infirmities , but was in all pointes 
tempted lpke as we are, but pet withoute 
finne. Let vs therefoze, go boldly vnto the 
ſeate of grace, that we may recepue mercie, 
and finde grace to helpe in tyme of nerde. 
Pꝛint thoſe things, dxrcly beloued, in thy 
minde. Firſt, Chꝛiſt was giuen vnto vs foꝛ 
this purpoſe, that he might redeeme vs, re⸗ 
concile vs, and make vs partakers ofcuer- 
laſting ſaluation , Secondly,that he might 
be an example vnto vs, to leade, and paſſe 
ouer a godly life, Therfo2e if ſo be that thou 
deſire co finiſh thy life wel, and vertuouſly, 
ſx that the death of Chꝛiſt, being ſet befoꝛe 
thinc eyes , thou ende thy [pfe after his ex⸗ 

ple, Foꝛ Ch2ilt is ſet befoꝛe vs, as a 
patterne to be folowed of vs, in oure lyfe, 
and conuerſation, in all afflictions, and in 
our death. No man lyueth godly, no man 
ſuffereth aduerſitie, no man dpeth well, ex⸗ 
cept he (ct befoze him the lyle, and death of 


witneſſe thereof ſaying : We haue not an Hebr.s. 
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Chꝛiſt, and doe folow the ſame. The death 
of all godly men, is aboliſhed,+ ſwalowed 
bp in the death of Chaiſt , Wherfoze, thou 
ſhalt conflder, 4 diligently meditate, what 
kinde of death he ſuffered , how he behaued 
himſelfe in that agontes of all other moſte 
bitter, when he hanging on the croſſe, was 
troubled, and peſtered with moſt greuous 
temptations . Folow this Chꝛiſt, as nœre 
as thou mapeſt, calling fo: helpe at Gods 
handes, | 
Howe Firſt, he was tempted with death, when 
chriſt was as1t was ſayd vnto him: Be ſaueth others, 
tempted but himſelfe he cannot ſaue. As though they 
on the ſhould ſape. Now he is vndone, he muſt die, 
croſſe. and periſhe foꝛ euer, no man ſhall delpuer 
Dari. him, and pluck him out or our hands. After 
24th. 27. this manner, that our olde, and moztall 
Luc. 23. kenimie will bꝛing the terrour of death on 
thee. But ſo muche the bolder go thou a⸗ 
gainſt him, pluck vp thine hart, and ſtreng⸗ 
then the in him with a ſure hope. Chꝛiſt 
will ſubdue, and tread vnder fte, that eni⸗ 
mie, and thou alſo ſhalt ouercome him by 
Chaff.Hold vp the ſhield of faith in Chailf, 
Fpbe.6. Chziſt is the loꝛde, he is the king ol gloꝛie, 
1. Petr. . àͤnd he is the loꝛde ot lpfe, he is not ſubiec 
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to death, but liueth and reigneth. 

This thy loꝛde, and reuenger, will not 
ſuffer death to exerciſe hir tirannie vpon 
there. He cannot decepue the, nepther can he 
lye, ſeing that he is the veritie it ſelfe. Cons 
cepue thou this truſt, and confidence of him, 
Aſſure thy ſelfe, to recepue all godneſſe at 
his hands, and thou ſhalt lyue with him foz 
euer. And fo2 that he woulde haue the gree⸗ 
ucd with temptations, and to ſuffer death of 
bodye , it is done oncly fo2 thy commodit ie. 
Thou muſt therefoze leane and fozſake this 
Iyte, if thou wilt eniop cuerlaſting lpfe. So 
after this lpfe , thou ſhalt in the ende begin 
to lyue in deede. Further moꝛe, this coꝛpo⸗ 
rall death, pꝛotiteth the to this purpoſe, that 
when thou haſt taſted the bitterneſſe, and 
ſharpneſſe therof,thou mapeſt trie, i know, 
how feruent the affection of Chaiſt his loue 
was towardes ther, what an vneſtimable 
benefite hee beſtowed vpon thee , that he dp- 
ing fo2 the , did paye,and make ſatiſfaction 
with his bodye foꝛ all thine offences, death 
thꝛoughly extinguiſhed, and aboliſhed , and 
the gates of hell thꝛomne downe,deſtroped, 
and alſo bzoken. Fo2 thou couldeſt neuer 
np other wapes know, and vnderſtand the

frength,and power ok lite in Chꝛiſt, which 
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bath ſwalowed vp our death, thou ſhouldſt 
not know the largeneſſe of his benifits nei⸗ 
ther ſhouldeſt thou be able to giue ſo harty 
thankes to Chaiſt , thy loꝛde and redæmer. 
W herfoꝛe, ſeing that Ch21ft doth liue, thou 
alſo (hall lpue by him, and this ſame death 
ſhal be vnto thee a certeine, happp, x whole⸗ 
ſome ſlxepe. Jt ſhall be alſo an entrance,and 
gate into that true, and moſt bleſſed lpfe. 

Secondly, Chꝛiſt was alſo tempted with 
ſinne, when they did reuile, and vpbꝛaide 
him, as a verie wicked man, and giltie of 
moſt greeuous crime. If thou be the ſonne 
of God, come downe from the croffe. Thou 
ſaueſt others, why doeſt thou not ſaue thy 
ſelfe alſo 2 TUhat other thing meane theſe 
tontumelious wo2des , then that they ſup⸗ 
poſed, and thought, that he deceiued the peo⸗ 
ple by fraude, dole, flight, wiles , noughtie 
craftineſſe, and that he was not in dæde the 
ſonne of God, pea, they iudged him rather 
to be moſt wicked, moſt abhominable, and 
moſt woꝛthy ok repꝛoch. Euen likewiſe ſa⸗ 
than will tempt man, being in daunger of 
death, he will pꝛeſent vnto him, whatſoeuer 


he hath done, and committed againſt the 
com⸗

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commanndement ot God, and will put into 
his minde, whole waynlodes, as it were, of 
ſinnes, the ſame heaped vp, into a great 
abundance, that by the outragiouſneſſe, and 
greatneſſe of ſinnes, he mape bꝛing man in⸗ 
to deſperation, which ſtaggereth, and doub⸗ 
teth of Gode mertie, and pardon. And here 
thou muſt ſtand faſt, and ſtronglp, and ſhalt 
enterteine thine enimp aſſaulting the, with 
theſe woꝛdes: J conkeſſe that am a moſt 
manifold, and greeuous ſinner, But Chꝛiſt 
fre from all ſinne, he, that innocent lambe, 
in whoſe mouth was founde no guile, bath 
ſuffcred cruell death foꝛ my ſinnes, he hath 


tlenſed them all, be they neuer ſo great, no2 
neuer ſo many, and hath made ſufficient ſas 


tiſfaction fo: them all. Chꝛiſt his death, is 
the pꝛopitiation fo2 al my ſinnes. Chꝛiſt ve⸗

Trulp 
many, & very græuous things, do moleſt, x 
trouble ma, Foz what thing can moze grees 
uouſly feare , what thing can moze cruelly 
vere,and toꝛment his conſcience, ouerwhel⸗ 
med with ſinne, then when he doubteth of 
the mercie of God, when he dꝛeadeth leaf 
God be his aduerſarie, and will reiect him,

all ſhall be in god caſe, ali things ſhall go 
well with thee , and there ſhall be no perill. 
Foz truely theſe two things, to belque in 
Chuſt, and to cal fo2 faith by earneſt pꝛaicr, 
doe not much differ one krom the other. Al⸗ 
though thou be weake, and enducd with a 
foebie minde, let this thing notwithſtan⸗ 
ding comfozt, and aduaunce thee againe, 
that God hath commaunded, and wplleth

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that we ſhoulde call vpon him, a 
hath pꝛomiſed to here beneuolentlp, and to 
helpe vs when we call vpon him. Further⸗ 


moe, as nothing is moꝛe iuſtlp deſired of

wherein man finding no godnefſe in him⸗ 
ſeife , acknowledging his infirmitie , hys 
weakeneſſe,and miſerit, accuſeth his vnbe⸗ 
lefe , bewapling, and lamenting the ſame, 
deſiring to haue faith with plentie, and wo⸗ 
full ſighes, ⁊ earneſt pꝛapers. Theſe ſighes, 
theſe pꝛapers, this ſmale faith, be it neuer 
ſo little, is in dxdea godly, and a bzight 
ſparkle, and the ſide of God, which neuer 
riſeth, without the efficacie , and wozking 
of God in vs, which ſpeaketh of Chziſt, by 
the pꝛophet Eſap: A bꝛuſed rede ſhall her 
not bzeake , and the ſmoking flare , he ſhall 
not quench. M here foꝛe ſce that thou beleue 
conſtantly on Chꝛiſt, o2 beſceche him at the 
leaſt wiſe with hartie p2aycrs , that thou 
mapeſt beleenc, bewayling thine vnbelefe, 
befoꝛe God. If thou doe thoſe things, thou 
ſhalt nothing doubt, but thou art reckened 
righteous befoꝛe God, and to be his childe,

Chaiſt, Foꝛ that tauſe, thou ſhalt commit h

. he tcſfament is to be made 
TI of all them, that may laws 
1;fully make a will, and giue 
Alegacics, when there pet cd⸗ 

4 ſiſteth and remayneth per⸗ 
ite minde, and memoꝛie in 
the body. Leaſt if they pꝛolong that buſi⸗ 
neſſe vnto the laſt moment of lyfe , they ber 
pꝛeuented by death. Therfoze, it chal be wiſ⸗ 
dome fo2 him, that hath lawfull heires, to 
referre all the care of making his teſtament

bnto them. If ſo be that he haue boꝛowed 


monep, and be indebted to any man, he ſhall 
openly 
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openly declare it, and pꝛouide fo2 the pap⸗ 
ment of that he oweth. This being done, let 
him remoue and put from him all them, 
which trouble hym wyth matters of this 
woꝛlde. Mherein many men doe offende, 
which bꝛing in doubtes vnto him, which is 
now at the point of death, of his teſtament, 
and other erternall things, and ſometimes 
doe compell him to ſubſcribe , t that agaiift 
his will, being readie to dye , refuſing,and 
deteſting there impoꝛtunitie, which will 
not ſuffer him quietlp to die, then the which 
freends, what thing ca be moꝛe vnfreendly? 
After this, if the maner, and kinde of his 
diſeaſe will ſuffer him, let him endeuoꝛ ras 
ther to ture his ſoule, than his bodye, by a 
ſho:te confeſſion vnto God, but ſimple, and 
without diſſimulation , and let the elders 
ſtanding by, put him in remembꝛante ofre- 
pentaunce,qrounded vpon a ſure faith, and 
deuotion, and let him call foz Gods mercie 
krom the bottome ok his hart, and purpoſe, 
and entende the amendement of lpfe ; if her 
happen to eſcape. But it ſo be that happily 
no elder, oꝛ coũſell giner may be had, let not 
the ſick ſtraight waies fal into deſperation, 
as ſome pzeſumptuous peoplc are wont to

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doe foꝛ the lacke ofa pꝛieſt, but let him de⸗ 
clare his vnrighteouſneſſe , and open his 
conſcience vnfainedly vnto God himſelfe, 
which accoꝛding to his clemecie, wil vouchs 
ſale, to accept the deſire of the minde, in the 
ſteade of the fact, and will of his peculiar 
grace, fulfill of himſelfe that, which lacketh 
in the outwarde ſignes of the ſacraments of 
the Loꝛdes (upper , which he deſireth to re⸗ 
tepue.

Fo2 J ſaid: Who can tell it the 
loꝛde peraduenture will giue me the infant, 
that he map liuc:? But now, ſeing that he is 
dead, wherefoꝛe ſhould x kaſt: M hat, can 3 
call him againe: J ſhal rather go vnto him, 
then he ſhall reuerte and come againe vnto 
mee. By the which woꝛdes truely, Dauid 
wiſely declared, that we ought not to lamẽt,

mas Eliote. Mherefoꝛe J did ommit the 
ſame, leaſt happily the pꝛouerbe ſhoulde be 
verified on mee : Cor nicum oc ulos configere , to 
endeuoꝛ to pꝛick out the crowes eyes. And 
ſaint Cypzian in his ſermond entituled of 
moztalitie teſfificth , that he was often ads 
moniſhed by diuine reuelation, wherin God 
commaunded him, that he ſhoulde openly 
warne all men, and ſhould teache them by 


pꝛeaching, that the bꝛeathꝛen which depart 


out of this wozlde by Gods calling, ought 
not to be lamented , and that ſuch wapling 
is lothſome and hated of God. 

Pet notwithſtanding, it is meete that we 
ſhould ſometime participate our teares, cõ⸗ 
ming of a naturall zeale of the minde , and 
the ſpncere affect of compaſſion, but mode- 
rated by the right rule or reaſon, leaſt we 
ſhould ſeeme to haue an hart as hard as an 
adamant ſtone, t to haue loued our freend 
little, oꝛ nothing at al. oꝛ Chziſt our low, 
the abſolute, perfite figure of all vertues, 
louingly lamented dead Lazarus. And Mas 
rie, and Martha, were highly commended, 
fo2 that they lamented their bꝛothers buri⸗

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gently ode by Chꝛiſt, when he ſuffered 
. bis paſſion vpon the croſſe, were therefoꝛe 
wozthily pꝛaiſed, bicauſe they wept fo2 him, 
when he was deade and buried. We reave 
alſo in the aces ofthe apoſtles , of S. Ste- 
phan, the firſt marty2 , that godly men pꝛo⸗ 
uided foꝛ him all that appertained vnto the 
funerall ot his buriall. Bea , and furthers 
moze, Eccleſiaſticus doth admoniſh vs, to 
wezpe fo2 the deade, but not immoderatelp, 
oꝛ any long time, ſaping thus: Weepe o⸗ 
ner him that is deade, bicauſe the light fap⸗ 
leth him. Make but little weping fo2 the 
deade, bicauſe he is come to reſt. Alſo verye 
many epiſtles of the holy father ſaint Hie⸗ 
rome, comfo2ting vs vpon the death of our 
frendes , are of great efficacie foꝛ the ſame 
purpoſe, whcreof J now entreate. Foꝛ they 
perſwade by the authoꝛitp of holy ſcripture, 
t ſkrong reaſons , that they ought not im⸗ 
moderately to be lamented, whtch chaunge 
their life with death.
